This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
19, 22 and 28 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. 

Accordingly, claims 19, 22 and 28 been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the invention as claimed including a cold 
storage unit collecting cooled liquid phase heat conveyance medium for use when 
cooling requirements are increased and located in a second piping system, where the 
first and second piping systems each have heat intake sections coupled to the same 
heat source and heat output sections thermally coupled with the same heat sink. 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/4/201 1 with respect to the U.S. Patent 6,658,881 to 
Plattner have been fully considered and are persuasive. The examiner additionally 
notes that if the cooling system of Plattner were duplicated, then the two condensers 
would be coupled to different portions of the fuselage skin and would not be coupled to 
the same heat sink, and without proper motivation to couple the duplicate systems to 
the same heat sink it would not have been obvious to do so. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
